Trawick said that although 
he doesn’t have any jurisdic- 
tion over the distribution, if 
it comes about, at the Satur- 
day test, he will ‘“‘alert author- 
ities on this — only as a mat- 
ter of protecting campus pro- 
perty.” The dean predicted 
that there could be trouble if 
SDS shows up for two reasons: 


1) On the whole, Santa Ana 
student’s don’t agree with the 
views of the SDS, and 2) Most 


of the people taking the test 
at SAC will be students not 
now attending classes, but try- 
ing for a deferment — for 
these people the test is par- 
ticularly advantageous. 


If the literature does show 
up on campus, it will probably 
have to be through a SAC stu- 
dent. Trawick could make no 
speculation concerning  stu- 
dents interested enough to dis- 
tribute the information. 


El Don learned late yester- 
day afternoon that student 
Mario Villa, by admission a 
“card carrying member of 
SDS,” plans to approach Tra- 


wick concerning distributing 
the literature. 


Villa said that although he 
hasn’t yet seen the literature 
he will seek to bring it on 
campus “If I feel that the stu- 
dents taking the selective ser- 
vice test would benefit from 
it.” 

As to the idea that it may 
go further than the deferment 
test itself, Villa forecasted, 
“The matter can be brought 
out in other ways through the 
rest of the year.” 


In explaining the type of 
literature, as he knows it, Vil-- 
la said it will be in the form 
of a test. 

“The exam will provoke 
thought on a subject that 
meeds studying,” Villa con-

If I appoint that office, 
I expect that person to be responsible enough to make 
any changes or suggestions: without my okay. 

8. Organization plus. This will be closely corre- 
lated with number one. 

4. More liberal publicity regulations. 

5. “Bull” sessions at Cabinet meetings. 

6, Invocation at Cabinet and Senate meetings. 

7. Item veto specifically mentioned in the Con- 
stitution. This will give the President the ability to 
veto any clause of the bill without “killing’”’ the en- 
tire piece of legislation. I believe this is essential to 
help to attain a more fluent running administration.

Have you noticed a few male 
students standing behind the 
bushes of Santa Ana College’s 
campus? Or have you seen some 
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brawny lads raking and sifting 
amongst the fallen foliage of our 
campus trees? You may ease your 
mind they are not escaped mash- 
ers from Central Park. On the 
contrary they are students earn- 
ing money by working part time 
with SAC’s custodians. 


The boys attained their jobs 


through Ernest Crain, SAC’s 
veteran counselor whose office is 
located in the school’s Counseling 
Center. More than 30 different 
tasks, such as picking up paper, 
mowing and trimming the lawns, 
cleaning the swimming pool and 
cleaning the archery range are 
performed by these ambitious 
students, 


~ Because the school uses student 
employees it eliminates the need 
for a full time custodian. This 
student help program is encour- 
aged by’ the administration and 
helps not only the student but the 
taxpayer as well. The boys work 
two days, usually Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, for five hours each 
day. The wage is $1.25 per hour 
and extra hours if the student 
keeps his grades up. 

Marvin Fairfield, SAC’s sup- 
erintendent of grounds, explain- 
ed that there is only one other 
man and himself to oversee the 
campus area. “Without student 
help we couldn’t possibly get by. 
The boys I have now, George 
Starkey and Steve Audiss, are the 
best I have ever worked with,” 
Fairfield lauded. 


Future Elections - F igurehead? 


In 1947 Congress amended the Con- 
stitution to limit the number of terms a 
president could serve to two. 

Not quite twenty years later, Ala- 
bama Governor George Wallace has 
found a way to “get around” this type of 
law. 

In Wallace’s state there is a similar 
law limiting terms in office. The governor 
is not to serve two consecutive terms. With 
Wallace’s term coming to an end, he ap- 
parently finds it necessary to serve a sec- 
ond. 

To avoid this law, Wallace’s wife an- 
nounced her candidacy a few months ago, 
admitting at the time that she would be 
governor in name only, and that her hus- 
band would run the state. 

Barring the possibility of unexpected 
Republican strength, Mrs. Wallace will 
be elected this fall. 

But the second term in office for 
George Wallace is not the important thing 
to the people of Santa Ana. This will pro- 
bably have no direct affect on us. 

The factor that does affect Santa 
Ana, and, for that -matter, the United 
States, and democracy, is that an amend- 
ment to our Constitution has been loop- 
holed. The law, in effect, has been broken. 


El Don is not saying that coming state 
and national elections will find ballots 
filled with figurehead names, most poli- 
ticians have better sense than this. But the 
loophole has been found, and the prece- 
dent set. — T.A.
